REPORT of the GENERAL-MEETING for ACKEWORTH SCHOOL, 
held in London by Adjournment the 31ſt of 5th Month, 1787. 


At the Cloſe of laſt Year, an Inventory of the Stock and Effects of this Inſtitution, 
with the Particulars of the Debts due from, and owing thereto, was made out, and 
from the Account thereof, it appears that the Stock, in Favour of the Inſtitution 
at that Time, was 8308/7. 125. 6d. excluſive of 4000. ſubſcribed by Annuity of 5 
per Cent. on the Lives of the Subſcribers and Nominees, and the Legacy of John 
Fothergill, of 500. per Annum in Perpetuity, ſecured in the 3 per Cent. Conſoli- 


dated Annuities. 


The Number of Children then in the Houſe, was, Boys 176, Girls 124: Total 300 
106 Children, being educated, were diſcharged laſt Year ; two died in the School, and 


109 have been admitted. 


Annexed is an Account of the annual and other Subſcriptions and Legacies received in 
the Courſe of the Year 1786, amounting to 19271. 45s. 9d. and there is fince brought 
in from different Places, 121/. 2s. one Hundred Pounds whereof is a Legacy from 
our late Friend James Payton of Dudley; and as ſeveral of the Counties and Places 
have not ſent up their Subſcriptions for laſt Year, we requeſt they will ſend them 
agreeably to the Recommendation of former Yearly Meetings. | 


The Inn, with ſome Land formerly purchaſed for the Accommodation of Friends who 
viſit the Inſtitution, is now let to John Spooner ; and an additional Piece of Ground 
of Five Acres and an Half contiguous thereto, has been agreed for, for the Sum of 


Three Hundred and Fifty Pounds, and is to be paid for in the Eighth Month next. 
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It appears by the Reports which have been made by divers Members of the London 
and Country Committees, who have lately paid a general Viſit, accompanied by ſe- 
veral Women Friends, to the various Departments of this Inſtitution, that Things 
appear in good Order, and are, in general, very agreeably conducted; which we 
hope will induce the Yearly Meeting to recommend a Continuance of Donations and 
Annuities, in order to eſtabliſh, upon a permanent Foundation, an Inſtitution which 


promiſes ſo many laſting Advantages. | 
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Such Parents and others concerned, as are defirous of obtaining ſuitable Places for 
Children, are requeſted to give Six Months Notice to the Treaſurer, at Ackworth, in 
order that their Names may be entered in a Book kept for that Purpoſe; and Friends 
who are in Want of Children educated in this School, for Apprentices or Servants, 
are deſired to inform the Treaſurer, who will correſpond with the Agents thereon, 


The Quarterly Meetings are deſired to prepare a Correct Lift of their reſpective Agents to 
this Inſtitution, as early as may be, and ſend to John Ady, Clerk, in London; and 
they are alſo requeſted to appoint Repreſentatives to the General Meeting, which is 
to be held as heretofore, at Ackworth, on the laſt Fourth Day in the Seventh Month 


next.
